Extra  Session  of  Congress. 

Washington,  April  14th. 
Whereas,  th9  laws  cf  the  United  States  have 
been  for  some  time  past  and  aovv  are  opposed, 
and  the  execution  thereof  obstructed  in  the 
States  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama, 
Florida,  Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  Texas,  by 
combinations  too  powerful  to  lie  .suppressed  by 
the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings  or 
the  powers  vested  in  the  Marshals  by  law,  now 
therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln, g  President  of 
the  United  Stal6B,  in  virtue  of  tbo  power 
in  uio  vested  by  the  constitution  and  the  lav;, 
have  the  ugh  t  lit  to  call  forth,  aud  hereby  do 
call  forth,  the  Militia  of  the  several  States  of 
the  Union,  to  the  aggregate  nnmbsr  of  76,000 
in  order  to  suppress  computations,  and  to 
causo  the  liws  to  be  duly  executed. 

The  details  fur  tbidj  object  will  bo  immedi- 
ately communicated  to  the  State  authorities 
through,  the  War  Department.  I  appeal  to  all

Hesolred,  'fh.it  n  Committee  of  three  delegates  be

The  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives aio  therefore  summoned  to  assemble  at 
their  respective  Chamber  at  12  o'clock,  noon 
on  Thursday  the  ith  day  of  July  next,  then  and 
there  to  consider,  and  determine  such  measures 
as  in  their  wisdom  the  public  safely  aud  iu- 
teiesl  may  deem  to  demand.

THE  PRESIDENT  AND  THE  BORDER  STATE 


'"'P^sident  Lincoln  invited  the  members  of  Cob 
Btes   from  the  Border  States  to  the  White  House 
vesteiday.aud  read  them  a  paper,  which  will  be 
K  to  the  country  tomorrow  or  next  day.    I 
Commences  by  affirming,  but  not  as  a  matter  of 
reproach  or  blame,  that,  in  the  President  s  belief, 
Jho  war  would  have  been  ended  before  now  had 
be  Bolder  States  promptly  accepted  the  propose 
lion    for    the    gradual    abolishment    of   Slavery 
embraced  in  the    resolution   recommended    in    a 
tpec  a 1  message,  and  passed  by  both  Houses  of 
EresT  The   manifesto  proceeds    to   remam 
unon  the  great  "pressure"  brought  to  bear  upon 
the  Administration  by  the  Free  States,  and  in  the 
context  which  ^plains   unmistakably   in  what 
mrecuon  that  pressure  is  exerted,  alludes   to   the 
proctaniauon  of  Gen.  Hunter    emancipating    the 
Maves  of  three  States.    The  President   speaks  of 
Gen Hunter  as  an  old  friend,  hitherto  and   now, 
a»  he  presumes,  and  indicates  that  his  proclama- 
tion was  only    a  step    forward.    The   President 
eo^cmdes  With  another  appeal  in  the  nature  of  a 
last  warning  to  the  people  of  the  Border  States. 
MnSeld  of  Maryland  made  a  few  remarks 
after  the  President  concluded,  to  the  effect  that 
the  supporters  of  the  plan  of  gradual  emancipa- 
tion could  go  more  favorably  before  the  people  if 
hey  could  make  to  them  some  practical  proposi- 
tion    The  President  then  handed  a  copy  of  his 
message  to  Mr.  Crittenden,  and  the  Border  State 
eentlemen  bowed  themselves  out. 
8  S  the  evening  a  meeting  was    held,  at  which 
mist  of  the  Representatives, but  comparatively 
"w  Senators,  from  the  Border  States  were  pres 
ent     A    stormy  debate  was   participated  in  by 
most  of  those  in  attendance.    Kentucky .  speak- 
ke through  Messrs.  Wickliffe,  Wadsworth,  and 
Mallory,  was  among  the  most  bitter  in  opposing 
^President's  plans,    and   Tennessee,  through 
Messrs  Marnard  and  Clements,  among  the  warm- 
ed  in  its  support.    Mr  Noell  of  Missouri,  and  one 
or  two  others,  introduced  resolutions  indicating  a 
tiUirgnese  to  adopt  gradual  emancipation,  and 
Mr  Fisher  of  Delaware,  a  bill  embodying  it.    Mr. 
Senator  CarlUe  of  Virginia,  on  the  other   hand 
proposed  a  resolution,  refusing  to  have  anything 
to  do  with    abolition,  immediate  or   gradual,  m 
teriguage  blunt,  to  say  the  least.    Finally,  a  Com- 
mittee was  appointed,  to  whom  the  whole  subject 
was  referred,  with  instructions  to  report  tomor- 

r°TUe  committee  consists  of  Representative  Cris- 
fieldof  Maryland,  Chairman;  and  Senator  Car- 
l.le  of  Virginia,  and  Representative  Maynard  of 
TcnnesSMalJory  of  Kentucky  and  Boffins  of 
Missouri.  Subsequently,  upon  the  motion  of  an 
opponent  of  gradual  abolition,  who  bad  found 
out  that  three  out  of  the  five  members  favored  it. 
Senator  Garret  Davis  of  Kentucky,  and  Francis 
Thomas  of  Maryland,  were  added. 

On  the  whole  the  meeting  was,  as  we  under- 
stand, more  satisfactory  than  was  anticipated  by 
the  President  or  by  the  more  advanced  members 
from  the  slave  States.  At  least  ball  of  the  Rep- 
resentatives are  believed  to  be  in  favor -of  the 
President's  plan;  from  Delaware,  Mr.  Fisher, 
from  Maryland,  Messrs.  Webster  and  Leary,  and 
Mr  Crisfield  at  heart,  although  being  a  large 
slaveholder,  he  is  said  to  feel  a  delicacy  in  sup- 
porting a  measure  which  will  pay  him  more  fi>r 
his  slaves  than  they  are  worth  in  these  tames. 

Messrs.  May,  Thomas,  and  Calvert  are  totally 
opposed  to  emancipation.  From  Virginia,  Messrs. 
Brown,  Blair  and  Whaley  favor  the  project.and 
Mr  Segur's  views  are  not  known  with  certainty. 
From  Kentucky,  Mr.  Casey  is  the  only  Represen- 
tative known  to  favor  the  President  s  plan.  Mr. 
Crittenden  is  wavering;  Messrs  Jackson  Grider, 
Harding,  Wickliffe,  Dunlap,  Mallory,  Wadsworth, 
and  Menzies,  are  against.  From  Tennessee, 
Messrs.  Clements  and  Maynard  are  for '  emfnapa- 
tion  From  Missouri,  Messrs.  Blaus  Rollins  and 
Noell  are  for,  and  Phelps  and  Norton  are  against, 
the  President's  plan.  ^Washington  despatch  to 
New  York  Tribune,  13th. 

The  Representatives  of  the  Border  States  spent 
some  time  in  conference,  last  night,  over  the  com 
municaUon  submitted  to  them  by  the  President 
yesterday,  urging  action  of  their  States  favorable 
to  the  President's    gradual   emancipation  views. . 
The  first  and  natural  expression   of  these  repre- 
sentatives  was,  that   the  subject  was  not  within 
the  scope  of  their  official  duties.    They  were  not 
here  to  mould  or  in  any  way  direct  the  domestic 
legislation  of  their  States.    But   they  waved  this 
point,  and  agreed  to  enter  into  consideration  with 
Sm  President  of  a  question  so  vital  to  the  national 
interests.    After  a  full  interchange  of  views  on  aU 
the  points  presented  by  Mr.  Lincoln,  a  committee 
of   seven   was   appointed  to  prepare  a  response. 
Several  drafts  of  a  reply  have  been  made-^ne  by 
Garble  of   Virginia,  one  by  Mallory  of  Kentucky, 
and  "no  by  Crisfield  of  Maryland.    The  Commit- 
tee will   meet  tomorrow  and    agree   on  one  to  be 
sent.    The  main  feature  of  the  reply,  as  indicated 
to  you  last  night,  will  be  retained,  as  follows: 


1.  That  the  iJorder  States  have  come  up  to  the 
full  demands  of  the  Government  heretofore  made 
on  them,  they  having  raised  fully  80,000  men, 
now  fiyhting  for  the  Union,  and  they  will  raise 
their  new  quota  under  the  new  call. 

2.  In  regard  to  the  President's  Emancipation 
offer,  heretofore  embodied  in  Congressional  reso- 
lution, these  men  say  that  it  is  not  practical  nor 
specific.  It  proposes  a  change  which  can  only  be 
effected  through  State  Conventions,  and  there  it 
nquiies  years.  Kentucky's  present  Constitution 
requires  "four  years  to  call  a  Convention  and  have 
it  meet,  and  then,  after  going  through  the  prelim- 
inary stages,  and  getting  a  State's  consent,  there 
would  be  no  act  of  Congress  to  consummate,  and 
the  question  would  still  be  an  open  one,  whether 
the  National  Government  would  or  could  appro- 
priate the  millions  of  money  needed  to  carry  out 
the  scheme.  This  specific  legislation  should  pro- 
cede  the  State's  preparation. 

3.  Te  obviate  the  delays  of  organized  State  ac- 
tion the  Border  Stato  representatives  think  the 
offer  should  be  made  at  once,  and  directly  to  the 
individual  citizens  of  the  Slave  States,  and  then 
tho  questions  would  bo  at  once  solved,  and  in 
time  to  aid  the  Government.  Congress  would  at 
once  prove  its  willingness  to  appropriate  the 
money,  and  tbe  people  of  the  States  show  their 
readiness  to  aid  the  Union  even  at  the  sacrifice  of 
a  radical  change  iu  their  social  organization. 

In  conclusion  tbe  representatives  will  assure  the 
Picsident  that  their  constituents  revere  the  Con- 
stitution and  Union  as  deeply  as  ever;  that  thoy 
admire  his  heroic  efforts  so  far  to  preserve  both, 
and  on  that  platform  will  not  be  surpassed  by 
any  portion  of  the  Union  in  furnishing  men  and 
money  for  the  work. 

And  this  one  additional  will  be  embodied: 

"That  the  Border  Slave  States  are  loyal  to  the 
Constitution  and  Union;  enemies  of  secession; 
and  though  tho  Government  should  be  over- 
whelmed in  its  struggle  for  the  Union  and  Consti- 
tution, the  Border  States  will  not  join  their  broken 
fortunes  to  the  Southern  Confederacy,  but  seek 
elsewhere  new  alliances  and  a  new  career." 

The  whole  reply  will  breathe  tho  most  exalted 
spirit  of  unionism  and  loyalty.  [Despatch  to

The  propositions  have  been  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee to  frame  a  reply,  which  will  be  considered 
at  the  adjourned  meeting.
